Vatican tells 
Father Curran 
not to teach

WASHINGTON (NC) — Moral theologian Father 
Charles. E. Curran may no longer teach as a Catholic 
theologian because of his dissent from church teachings, the 
Vatican said in a statement released Aug. 18 in 
Washington. 


“*You will no longer be considered suitable nor eligible to 
exercise the function of a professor of Catholic theology,”’ 
wrote Cardinal Joseph Ratzinger, prefect of the Congrega- 
tion for the Doctrine of the Faith, the Vatican agency that 
has been investigating Father Curran’s teachings since 
1979. 


ARCHBISHOP JAMES HICKEY of Washington, 
chancellor of The Catholic University of America where 
Father Curran has taught for the past 20 years, announced 
that he has ‘‘initiated the withdrawal of Father Curran’s 
ecclesiastical license to teach.Catholic theology.” 


‘*Father Curran,’’ he added, ‘‘will enjoy the right to the 
procedures of due process set forth in the statutes’’ of the 
university. 

Last March, when he announced that a final decision was 
drawing near in his case, Father Curran indicated that he 
was prepared to go to court ifnecessary to retain his teaching 
post. 


ARCHBISHOP HICKEY said he ‘‘fully’’-supported 
the Holy See’s judgment on Father Curran. “‘The Holy 
Father and the bishops have the right and the duty to ensure 
that what is taught in the name of the church be completely 
faithful to its full and authentic teaching,” he said. 


Bishop Matthew Clark of Rochester, N.Y., Father 
Curran’s home diocese, said, ‘‘In recognition of the 
ultimate authority of the Holy Father who has confirmed 
this decision and ina spirit of collegiality with him, [accept 
the decision as the final word on this matter and urge all 
members of our community to accept it in a similar spirit.”” 

Bishop Clark earlier had urged a compromise which 
would allow Father Curran to continue teaching on the 
Catholic University theology faculty. In his statement he 
emphasized that Father Curran remains in “‘good standing 
as a priest.”’ 


BISHOP JAMES MALONE of Youngstown, Ohio, 
president of the National Conference of Catholic Bishops, 
said the basic issue in the Curran case ‘‘concerns the fact that 
someone who does not accept the teaching of the church on 
crucial points cannot reasonably expect to occupy a position 
which requires that he teach what the church teaches.”’ 

‘“Neither [nor anyone else relishes this controversy for its 
own sake. . . . [ hope it will not become an occasion for 
prolonged confusion and bitterness,’’ Bishop Malone 
added. 

In his five-page letter to Father Curran, dated July 25, 
Cardinal Ratzinger said the congregation’s decision to strip 
him of his license to teach as a Catholic theologian was 
presented to Pope John Paul [f and approved by him on July 
10. 

He challenged Father Curran’s most basic contention, 
that his writings constituted legitimate, responsible dissent 
from non-infallible teachings of the church. 


“‘The church does not build its life upon its infallible 
magisterium alone but on the teaching of its authentic, 
ordinary magisterium as well,’’ Cardinal Ratzinger wrote.

Bayside controversy continues

SAN DIEGO — The ad reads: ‘“‘The message of 


Fatima and Lourdes continues — ‘Our Lady of the 
Roses, Mary Help of Mothers’ speaks today as 
documented in: ‘The Miraculous Story of Bayside.’ ”’ 

To Catholics who read this Aug. 5 advertisement in 
The Tribune and The San Diego Union, this videotape 
presently - showing on several cable TV _ stations is 
something the whole family must see. 


BUT WHAT the ad — complete with an illustration of 
miraculous story’ of

Mary — does not state is that the 
Bayside, N.Y., ‘‘lacks complete authenticity,’’ according 
to the Diocese of Brooklyn, where the so-called 
apparitions have occurred. 

The Bayside apparitions began in 1968 when a 
housewife named Veronica Lueken began having

heavenly visions. In 1970 she was instructed by the Virgin 
Mary to begin rosary vigils on the eve of all feast days 
outside St. Robert Bellarmine’s Church in Bayside Hills, 
a division of Queens. It is during these vigils that Mary 
supposedly appears to Lueken. 

The vigils have been held since June 18, 1970, but 
moved ‘‘upon heaven’s direction’’ in 1975 to the Vatican 
Pavilion at the old World’s Fair Grounds in Flushing 
Park, Long Island. 


DURING THE vigils, which have also been extended 
to the first Friday of each month, some who participate 
have given testimonies of healings and miracles. 


Polaroid snapshots showing assorted streaks and beams 
of light are often presented as proof of the visions. They

News Briefs 


AID DENOUNCED — Church leaders have 
denounced Senate approval Aug. 13 of a $100 
million aid package for Nicaraguan contra 
rebels as ill-designed and immoral. Father 
William Lewers, director of international 
justice and peace for the U.S. Catholic Con- 
ference, said Aug, 14 that he seriously 
questions the wisdom of the vote and believes 
such U.S. military assistance is ‘“‘illegal, 
immoral and bad public policy.’’ Auxiliary 
Bishop Thomas J. Gumbleton of Detroit 
callled the aid ‘‘an evil’’ and said he rejected 
any argument for the aid that drew on 
increasing tensions between the church and 
the Nicaraguan government. The Senate 
approved the aid by a 53-47 vote. The 
package, approved by the House in June, 
provides $70 million in miliatry aid and $30 
million in non-lethal ‘“‘humanitarian’’ aid to 
be issued in three installments over the next six 
months. 


NOMINATIONS APPROVED — The 
Senate Judiciary Committee Aug. 14 
recommended approval of William H. 
Rehnquist as chief justice and Antonin Scalia 
as associate justice of the Supreme Court and 
sent the nominations to the full Senate for con- 
firmation. Rehnquist, currently an associate 
justice of the Supreme Court, was approved by 
a vote of 13-5, with all votes against his 
nomination cast by committee Democrats. 
Scalia, a judge of the U.S. Court of Appeals 
for the District of Columbia Circuit, was 
approved by a unanimous committee vote. 
Floor debate on the nominations was tenta- 
tively scheduled to begin in the Senate Sept. 9. 


UPHOLD RELIGIOUS FREEDOM — 
Priests in Lithuania have written a letter to 
Soviet leader Mikhail Gorbachev urging him 
to uphold constitutional guarantees of religious 
freedom, Vatican Radio reported Aug. 13. 
The priests complained that local authorities 
continually interfere in church matters, 
pressuring parish councils and_ individual 
believers, the report said. It said the letter also 
deplored discrimination against believers in 
public life, appealed for the release of three 
Lithuanian priests imprisoned for religious 
activities and asked that two Lithuanian 
churches be restored to the faithful. The letter 
was signed by all 127 priests in the Diocese of 
Panevezys, Vatican Radio said, citing a news 
report from the West German news agency 


KNA. 


DIALOGUE AGREED TO — Nicaraguan 
President Daniel Ortega said his government 
and the country’s bishops plan to open a 
dialogue sometime in September. In an Aug. 
14 press conference, Ortega said the dialogue 
was agreed upon in an exchange of letters 
between the government and the Nicaraguan 
bishops’ conference. Ortega said that in éarly 
August, the government also told the new 
papal nuncio to Nicaragua, Archbishop Paolo 
Giglio, it wanted to reach an ‘‘understanding”’ 
with the Vatican. The announcement of a new 
effort at church-state dialogue follows several 
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months of worsening relations between the 
Sandinistas, the Nicaraguan bishops and the 
Vatican. 


BISHOP DIES — Auxiliary Bishop Pius A. 
Benincasa of Buffalo, N.Y:, who served in the 
Vatican Secretariat of State from 1955 to 1964, 
died of a heart attack in Buffalo Aug. 12. He 
was 73. Bishop Benincasa was ordained a 
priest of the Buffalo diocese in March 1937. 
He was named a bishop in 1964. In 1965 he 
was made pastor of St. Aloysius Gonzaga 
parish in Cheektowaga, a Buffalo suburb, 
where he served until his death. 


ECUMENICAL MALAISE — Official 
ecumenism today is ‘‘dead in the water,’ a 
leading Methodist theologian and ecumenist 
told the Conference of Major Superiors of 
Men at its annual assembly in St. Louis Aug. 
10-14. ‘‘An ecumenical apathy has settled in, 
as dangerous as partisan bigotry and 
triumphalism used to be,’’ said the Rev. 
Albert Outler, one of the Second Vatican 
Council’s invited Protestant observers. Dr. 
Outler, 77, a theology professor emeritus at 
Southern Methodist University in Dallas, said 
that weaknesses in the Vatican II document on 
ecumenism and serious internal troubles in 
Christian denominations today are among the 
causes of ecumenical malaise. The council 
moved Catholics and other Christians 
“beyond grudging tolerance toward truly 
mutual love,’’ he said, but envisioned no 
“open sacramental significations of our 
oneness in Christ.”’ 


CHEESE FOR HUNGRY — The federal 
government should release more surplus 
cheese for hungry people, said Msgr. Daniel 
F. Hoye, general secretary of the U.S. 
Catholic Conference. Msgr. Hoye endorsed 
proposed legislation which would require the 
U.S. secretary of agriculture to release more 
surplus cheese to states that can show proof of 
the need. In a letter to Rep. Leon Panetta, 
D-Calif., chairman of the House Agricultural 
Subcommittee on Domestic Marketing, 
Consumer Relations and Nutrition, Msgr. 
Hoye wrote that many Catholic parishes and 
social service agencies distribute surplus food 
and are aware of the need. 


CATHOLICS TERRORIZED — Police in 
the black “‘homeland’’ of Bophuthatswana 
have been waging a ‘‘campaign of terror’’ 
against Catholics and union members, 
according ‘to a South African church 
publication. Women on their way to Bible 
classes, children on their way to church and 
nuns have been assaulted, detained and 
abused, according to Inter Nos, a publication 
produced by Noel Bruyns, press officer of the 
Southern African Catholic Bishops’ 
Conference. The Inter Nos article quoted from 
six affidavits of Catholics who claimed to have 
witnessed harsh treatment of Catholics or who 
were the victims of such treatment.

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UNITED AGAINST DRUGS — Cardinal 
John J. O’Connor led an evening prayer vigil 
and rally Aug. 7 in front of St. Patrick’s 
Cathedral to launch a new campaign to unite 
New Yorkers against drugs. The Fifth Avenue 
block in front of the cathedral was closed to 
traffic for the event, which drew thousands. 
Lights were dimmed at the Statue of Liberty 
and doused at the Empire State Building to 
symbolize the destructiveness of drug abuse. 


END MILITARY AID — Filipino church 
leaders joined foreign missionaries in a 
message calling for an end to U.S. military aid 
to the Philippine government. ‘Though 
cloaked in terms of promotion of democracy 
for Filipinos, policies aimed at preserving 
American military bases and commercial 
interests in the Philippines have actually been 
detrimental to the Philippines and _ its 
peoples,’’ they said. The message, drafted by 
50 American missionaries, was endorsed by 
Cardinal Ricardo Vidal of Cebu, president of 
the Philippine bishops’ conference, along with 
68 other Filipino church leaders and 42 
Australian, Canadian, Dutch and_ Irish 
missionaries. 


CATHOLICISM GAINS — Catholic 
concern for the poor is behind church gains in 
Indonesia during the past two decades, said 
the country’s largest Islamic magazine, Panji 
Masyarakat (Society Banner). In a special 
report on population it urged Moslems to 
adopt some Christian methods of 
proselytizing. Unless Moslems follow the

An Adolescent In The Family

are interpreted by Lueken’s followers as comets, angels, 
devils and images of Mary. 


Nine of the snapshots were examined by Polaroid 
Corporation in 1973. Although technicians could not 
determine the exact cause of lighting, they suggested that 
many of the effects were the result of common errors by 
amateur photographers. 

IN JUNE of 1973 a five-member diocesan committee 
concluded that the Bayside apparitions lacked 
authenticity. ‘‘The conclusion we reached independently 


was that the Bayside apparition was the result of a lot of 


imagination after reading a lot about Lourdes and 
Fatima,”’ 
the Brooklyn diocese and chairman of the investigation 
committee. 

Lourdes, France, and Fatima, Portugal, are the sites 
where Marian apparitions occurred and authentication by 
the Catholic Church was given. 


Auxiliary Bishop Anthony Bevilacqua of the Brooklyn 
diocese (now bishop of Pittsburgh, Penn.,) told Our 
Sunday Visitor in 1982 that the committee investigation 
centered on one of the church’s six criteria for 
determining authenticity of miracles: what Lueken had to 
say about the apparitions. 


ANYBODY ‘‘WHO reads those visions (transcripts of 
cassette tapes made during apparitions) must know this is 
not true. All you have to do is read any one of them,”’ said 
Bishop Bevilaqua. 

‘She has condemned everything. She has condemned 
priests, she has condemned bishops, she has condemned 
nuns, she has condemned teachers, she has condemned 
the radio, she has condemned the telephone, she has 
condemned television. She is constantly talking about this 
horror that is going to happen — this ball of fire. [t has 
never happened. Then she keeps postponing it and 
postponing it. Then she claims, well, ‘we prayed.’ And it 
is so frightening to people,’’ said the bishop. 

‘‘In addition, she has condemned all the changes in the 
church. She has condemned Communion in the hand. 
She has condemned the eucharistic ministers. She said 
Pope Paul VI was an imposter, that somebody else took 
his place,’’ he continued. ‘‘f can go on with a thousand 
things. If that is authentic, we’re in two different 
churches.”’ 

DESPITE THE diocese’s adamant position against 
the Bayside events, Lueken and her followers continue to 
seek believers across the country.

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Way School auditorium in National City to see the 
videotape, ‘‘The Miraculous Story of Bayside,”’ 
sponsored by a group called the Bayside Movement. 

According to a story in The Chula Vista Star-News, one 
of the movement’s organizers, Dave Martin from Orange - 
County, gave an apocalyptic introduction to the film, 
saying that ‘‘hell is overflowing with souls’’ because of the 
sins of the flesh exposed by immodest dress. 


MARTIN TOLD the group to keep a supply of canned 
food, water and candles in their homes and to place 
crucifixes on their front and back doors to be saved, 
according to The Chula Vista Star-News article. He also 
suggested praying the rosary and reading the Bible every 
day, but only Catholic editions published before 1964 
“‘before the trends of change from 1965 showed Satan in 
the church.”’ 

According to John Duggan of San Diego, one of the 
Bayside Movement followers, there are some 200 San 
Diegans in the movement, though only approximately 20 
are active. Duggan said that what has been predicted at 
Bayside is nothing different from what has been said at 
Fatima, Lourdes and other reported apparition sites. 
‘‘Bayside just happens to be more explicit,’ he said. 

‘‘Mankind is getting very evil,’’ said Duggan. “‘If he 
doesn’t come back there will be a great chastisement.”’ 
Duggan admits he is skeptical of the Bayside apparitions, 
but added that the investigation conducted by the 
Brooklyn diocese was inconclusive and did not disprove 
Lueken’s claims. 

HE SAID Luceken was never interviewed by the five- 
member committee and that their intentions were to 
‘outright discredit’? Lueken. ‘‘That to me is no 
investigation at all,’’ said Duggan. ‘‘It’s never been done 
at Bayside.”’ 

Whether ‘or not Lueken’s visions are authentic, 
Duggan said there is nothing wrong believing in them as 
long as they do not contradict church teaching. “Tt’s not 


- wrong to believe in apparitions even if they are false,’’ he 


said, ‘‘as long as you don’t go against the faith or morale 
of the church.” 

What is important, added Duggan, is that people “‘start 
making interior conversions.”’

Church. He hadn’t known too much 
about Catholics before starting the 
custodian job, but two things made a 
strong impression on him: ‘‘poor boxes’ 
and daily Mass. 

Poor boxes said so much to this young 
man, that he started putting a quarter in 
the box himself, now and then. ‘“‘I think 


it’s really great that the people here are 


always thinking of the poor,’’ he said, 
‘“‘and now I’m going to think of them, 
too. These boxes show that the parish is 
not ashamed of the poor and doesn’t try 
to sweep them under the rug.”’ 

~ HE ALSO marvelled at the numbers of 
people who came to the daily Masses 
there. “‘It’s not a big show like on 
Sundays,’’ he said, ‘‘but the feeling is 
real. I can tell that. And they can come 
any day they want.’’ 

One of our American bishops, 
Emmerson Moore of New York City, is a 
convert to Catholicism precisely because 
of the witnéss given by Mass-goers. As a 
child in Harlem, Bishop Moore watched 
his Catholic neighbors stream into church 
on Sundays, each and every Sunday. He 
also saw a good number going to daily 
Mass. He became curious and he also 
became Catholic. 


[t’s the everyday and the taken-for- 
granted things that are so much a part of 
any relationship. Everyday Catholicism 


says a lot about the quality and character 
of the people involved. The church, the 
Mass, is part of their day, every day. 
They are there in jogging suits and three 
piece suits, but they are there. Sometimes 
the priest has not yet shaved (mea culpa) 
but he is there too. 

WE ARE blessed by being part of a 
beautiful and gracious tradition that 
offers us many helps along the way. Pious 
customs and devotional practices of 
Catholics are too many. to count, but none 
of them should be taken for granted or 
ignored.

Back at St. George’s, there was a 
congregation of about 50 for the liturgy.

Sanity returning to judiciary branch 


Three incidents, in close succession, 
highlight what will almost certainly prove 
to be the most important aspect of Ronald 


-Reagan’s two-term presidency. Antonin 


Scalia was named to the Supreme Court 
(and William Rehnquist promoted to 
chief justice), the court ruled that there is 
no fundamental constitutional right to 
commit sodomy, and, after one of the 
most bitter and unpredictable political 
fights in history, Daniel Manion was 
confirmed as a judge on the U.S. Court of 
Appeals in Chicago. 

What these events have in common is 
that they all represent major turning 
points in bringing the judicial branch of 
the government to some semblance of 
sanity. 


SINCE THE 1920s the Supreme 
Court and the federal judiciary in general 
have been utterly out of control. Thanks 
to the philosophy of legal positivism (that 
is, the law says whatever the judges want 
it to mean) introduced by Oliver Wendell 
Holmes, the notion of ‘‘a government of 
laws and not of men’’ has been turned 


Marriage annulment

Answer: A fee is usually requested by 
diocesan tribunals for processing 
marriage cases.

For an annulment the fee may be a few 
hundred dollars, but never approaches 
the figure you mention.

Finally, Dan Manion’s confirmation 
means that Reagan and_ the Justice 
Department will not be frightened away 
from nominating judges who respect the 
law.

AIDS statement praised 


Bishop Maher is to be commended for 
exercising moral and religious leadership 
in his recent statement on the AIDS 
quarantine initiative; and also for 
appointing a diocesan representative to 
the San Diego Regional Task Force on 
AIDS. 


Incidentally, Catholics are also serving 
on the AIDS Chaplaincy Task Force of 
the San Diego County Ecumenical 
Conference. These include the pastor, 
Robert A. Fambrini, S.J., and myself 
from Christ the King parish. 


The AIDS Chaplaincy Task Force is 
sponsoring training sessions for interested 
clergy and laity. One was held on July 29 
and it will be repeated on Tuesday, Sept. 
16. Details may be obtained from the 
ecumenical conference office. 


Sept. 5, 6 and 7 has been designated as 
a national prayer vigil for persons with 
AIDS and ARC. It is my hope that the 
Catholic parishes of the diocese will join 
in this effort. Organizing packets are 
available from the ecumenical conference. 


Finally, I wish to clarify one statement 
attributed to Bishop Maher which 
appeared on page one of the July 24 issue, 
but not in the text of page 10. It says: 
‘‘Researchers believe AIDS is 
transmitted through the sharing of blood, 
sperm or saliva.’’ Although the HIV 
virus has been identified in saliva, it is in 
such a low concentration that it is 
estimated to take one quart directly 
injected into the bloodstream to transmit 
the virus by tears or saliva. So this virus is 
spread only by blood or semen, according 
to the available information.

CARDINAL O’CONNOR wants to 
find ways to move beyond moral outrage 
to effective politics. He’s not content to 
only denounce evil. 

{t will disappoint some to find the 
cardinal doesn’t think he knows the 
answers to these questions, but on the 
whole [ suspect his honesty will only add 
to his influence. Progress always begins 
when people start asking the right 
questions, and it seems rather clear 
Cardinal O’Connor is asking the right 
questions.

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Vatican official condemns sex textbook ©

The Vatican official in charge of family programs, 
Cardinal Edouard Gagnon, has called a sex education 
textbook series approved by Archbishop Daniel W. 
Kucera of Dubuque, Lowa, a ‘‘travesty of sex education.”’ 


In response, Archbishop Kucera questioned whether 


Cardinal Gagnon, president of the Pontifical Council for 
the Family, had any right to speak officially on the series, 
called New Creation and published by Wm. C. Brown 
Co. of Dubuque. 


The elementary school textbook series, which carries 


Archbishop Kucera’s imprimatur, a church seal of 


approval, is estimated by a Brown official to be used in 
more than a third of the nation’s dioceses. 

CARDINAL GAGNON criticized the books in a 
private May 28 letter to Nancy Evers of Milwaukee, who 
had complained to him about the series, used in the 
Milwaukee Archdiocese. 

Cardinal Gagnon’s letter, which is being circulated by 
Catholics United for the Faith, a group dedicated to 
upholding traditional church teaching, called the series 
“scandalous”’ and said that ‘‘despite repeated warnings 
of the Holy See, both the editors and teachers continue to 
use and spread”’ it. 

The letter added that Pope John Paul [f ‘‘is also 
informed of the matter.’’ 

THE MAY 28 letter urged families to “‘unite and join 
in battle against this travesty of sex education.”” 

Archbishop Kucera, in an August statement, said he 
had never been contacted by Cardinal Gagnon or any 


other Vatican official about the series. He also said the 
Vatican offices responsible for catechetics are the 
congregations for Catholic education, for the clergy, and 
for the doctrine of the faith, not the Council for the 
Family. 

In Rome, Cardinal Gagnon could not be reached for 
comment. His staff declined comment on specifics of the 
controversy, but Msgr. Diarmuid Martin, an official at 
the Pontifical Council for the Family, said Cardinal 
Gagnon’s office would have a right to speak on the series, 
given its mandate to teach people ‘‘about family values, 
which include sex education.” 

ANOTHER VATICAN 


Franco, said the 


official, Msgr. 
Vatican has received 
complaints’’ on the series over the last year and is now 
looking into the matter in detail.

Msgr. Franco, a retired priest of the New York 
Archdiocese who is on the staff of the clergy congregation, 
said he was not aware of Cardinal Gagnon’s criticism of 
the series and said complaints he knew about centered on 
“the orthodoxy of the series’’ in general and not just on 
the sex education aspects. He said critics complained of its 
“‘watered-down’’ catechetics. 

{In Dubuque, Ernie Nedder, head of Brown’s religious 
books division, defended the series, which critics have 
said dwells on clinical aspects of sexuality and provides 
detailed descriptions of sexual organs and processes 
without giving proper moral guidance. 

““NEW CREATION is designed to provide parents 
and -teachers with a resource which offers children a 
guided, consistent, wholistic and faith-filled approach to 
catechetics in human sexuality,’’ Nedder said, reading

from an explanation printed in each book in the series. 

Nedder also said that he has never heard directly from 
Rome on the series. He estimated that the series is used 
throughout the nation in one or more schools in 70 to 80 
of the more than 170 U.S. dioceses. The series has been in 
use for only about a year and a half. 

Criticism of the series has prompted at least one 
prelate, Bishop Leo Maher of San Diego, to request that 
the books not be used in his diocese. 

BISHOP MAHER made the decision after 
parishioners at Holy Trinity Church in El Cajon 
complained that the textbook — which had been used’ in 
the church’s elementary school — was offensive and too 
explicit for young students. 

But in Chicago the series has been praised by 

archdiocesan officials. 
Brother Donald Hood, 
administrative affairs of the Chicago archdiocesan Office 
of Catholic Education, cited an internal communication 
from the office’s parent consultant, Suzanne Bordenaro. 
She noted the criticism of the series but still praised it and 
said it was ‘“‘based on sound Catholic theology and on the 
1983 document ‘‘Educational Guidance in Human 
Love’’ issued by the Vatican Congregation for Catholic 
Education. 

BROTHER HOOD said he personally had been 
surprised at ‘‘how positive parents describe’’ the series, 
which he described as ‘‘explicit.”” He added that the 
archdiocese had received criticism of what he considered a 
much milder sex education series. Those complaints, he 
said, came from people ‘‘against the idea of sex education 
in general.”’

Knights vow campaign to stop abortion

CHICAGO (NC) — Bolstered by 
words of support from. President Reagan, 
the Knights of Columbus vowed to 
embark on a new nationwide campaign 
against legalized abortion during their 
Aug. 5-7 convention in Chicago. 

Declaring that ‘‘without life, there is no 
liberty or pursuit of happiness,’’ delegates 
of the 1.4 million Knights called for a 
constitutional amendment or 
congressional legislation to overturn the 
1973 Supreme Court decision legalizing 
abortion virtually on demand. 


They also vowed an_ educational 
campaign to convince the American 
people and elected officials that abortion 
is an attack on humanity and reason, not 
a concern limited to religious belief. 


PRESIDENT REAGAN, who 
addressed the convention by satellite Aug. 


5, praised the commitment of the Knights 
to “‘the sanctity of life itself’’ and said it is 
against the American heritage ‘“‘to turn 
our backs on massive, legalized 
abortion.”’ 


Reagan also urged support for the 
administration’s efforts to aid the contras, 
anti-government guerrillas in Nicaragua, 
declaring that Nicaragua’s Sandinista 
government is engaged in ‘‘a_ brutal 
persecution of the church.’’ He _ said 
further delay in U.S. military aid to the 
contras “‘is risking the lives of Nicaraguan 
patriots.” 


{In a resolution on Nicaragua, the more 
than 400 convention delegates 
condemned persecution of the church 
there, expressed support for the country’s 
chief church leader, Cardinal Miguel 
Obando Bravo of Managua, and called 


on the government to lift its ban on 
recently exiled Bishop Pablo Antonio 
Vega of Juigalpa. 

BISHOP VEGA had been scheduled 
to speak to the convention, but he had to 
cancel his appearance because he was 
discussing the Nicaragua situation with 
Vatican officials. 


In other resolutions at the convention, 
the Knights declared war on drug abuse 
and pornography, endorsed Reagan’s 
recent Supreme Court nominations, and 
urged Knights to pray the rosary, fast and 
give alms in the name of peace as a 
response to the U.S. bishops’ 1983 peace 
pastoral. 


Bishop James Malone of Youngstown, 
Ohio, president of the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops, 
addressed the Knights .

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Serrans doubt rush of women members 


Club’s ‘complexion’ won’t change despite opening ranks to women, Says official 


By Sam Lucero 


SAN DIEGO — Exclusion of women from men’s 
organizations has met with increasing opposition in recent 
years from civil rights and women’s rights groups. In this 
decade some organizations, for various reasons, have 
opened their doors to women. 


Last June during its 51st annual gathering Serra 
International, one of the Catholic Church’s most 
prominent men-only organizations, voted to admit 
women as members. In doing so it becomes a trailblazer 
among church-affiliated men’s groups. 


YET THE 216-102 vote in favor of allowing women 
into the Serra membership ranks does not mean that 
women now become a regular fixture at club functions. 


“‘T think it will be a while before the complexion of 
Serra International changes from a predominance of men 
to equal’’ ranks, said Bob Raccuglia, assistant executive 
director of Serra International. 

Raccuglia said the amendment to Serra International’s 
constitution ‘‘broadens the base from which clubs can 
draw members, but it doesn’t say they have to seek out 
women.”’ It is still up to the individual chapters to change 
their bylaws to allow women, he said. 


Bishop calls for stronger women’s 


Bishop James Malone: Present roles of women ‘not 
sufficiently interpreted and promoted.’ 


RACCUGLIA ADDED that there is no time 
constraint on individual chapters to amend _ their 
constitutions, which could mean that women can still be 
excluded. 


The fact that approximately 65 percent of the delegates 
voted in favor of admitting women does mean, however, 
that some local chapters are interested in extending 
membership invitations to women, he said. 


According to Raccuglia, the Serra chapter of LaCrosse, 
Wis., has already appointed a woman as its vice president 
for vocations. ‘‘Another club starting here in Chicago 
said they are actively recruiting women,”’ he added. 


JIM CARPENTER, a member of the Serra 
International Board of Trustees who lives in San Diego, 
said that the club’s long-range planning committee had 
been considering opening its membership to women for a 


few years. Carpenter believes that the push to admit 


women came from clubs in South America and parts of 


Europe. ‘‘There was never any ground swell for this 
here,’ he said. ‘‘There has been no great rush (on the 
part of women) to join.”’

PHILADELPHIA (NC) — Bishop James Malone of 
Youngstown, Ohio, has said he rules out women priests 
but has called for more effort to involve women in the 
church roles open to them. 

The bishop, who is president of the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops, made the comments in 
an interview with The Catholic Standard and Times, 
newspaper of the Philadelphia Archdiocese. 

“I DO not see the ordination of women as priests in 
the Catholic Church,”’ he said. ‘‘At the same time, [ feel 
that the roles that are now open to women in the church 


-are not sufficiently interpreted and promoted. 


“There are liturgical roles such as readers and 
extraordinary ministers of the Eucharist, and also other 
roles in which we can and should have women in church 
bodies, such as parish councils and diocesan councils.”’ 

Bishop Malone was in Philadelphia for the July 20-25 
convention of the Catholic Daughters of the Americas. 
They presented him with $200,000 as the first installment 
on a $500,000 pledge toward’ relocation of the U.S.

According to Heid, prospective members are usually 
asked-to join by present members. They must complete 
an application and receive a recommendation from their 
local pastors. A board of trustees then studies the 
applications and votes to accept or reject the applicants, 
explained Heid. The induction period could take from as 
short as two weeks to as long as nearly two months, he 
added. 


Quarterly dues of $50, as well as additional costs for 
various activities may deter women to join. “‘It’s an 
unfortunate part of it,’’ Heid said of the expenses. 

HEID ALSO said that the San Diego club, which has 
““more members than what it can handle,’’ is presently 
looking into establishing an East San Diego chapter. If it 
needed additional members to form the new group, 
women could be actively sought, he said.

THE POPE, he said, praised Catholic schools, the 
commitment of the U.S. church to sacramental marriage 
and sound marriage preparation. 

But the pope also criticized the high levels of divorce 
and remarriage in the United States and widespread 
consumerism, Bishop Malone said.

SAN DIEGO — Augustinian Father Michael 
McFadden and Art Casey, a member of Christ the King 
parish, returned from the Aug. 4-6 demonstration at the 
Nevada nuclear weapons test site with renewed 
conviction. 

It was 58-year-old Casey’s sixth trip and the priest’s 
first to the test site 65 miles northwest of Las Vegas, 
Nevada. ‘‘The contrast between the power and beauty of 
the desert and the evil of nuclear testing draws me back,”’ 
Casey said. 

FATHER MCFADDEN of St. Augustine Monastery 
— who recently returned from a one-year assignment in

Each participant was then given a card with the names 
of two nuclear weapons that had been tested. The card 
also indicated the weight, place and year of testing, Father 
McFadden explained. 

His card named bombs tested at Nevada. One weighed 
20 megatons — twice the size of the atomic bomb that 
killed about 80,000 people in Hiroshima, he said. The 
other bomb listed on his card weighed 200 megatons. 

IN PAIRS the demonstrators ‘‘walked to a nearby 
hibachi and burned the cards — symbol of our desire to 
end all nuclear testing,’’ Casey said. 

This ritual prompted Father McFadden to ponder the 
destructiveness of nuclear weapons and to ‘‘realize that 
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Frost, and Alpine Green.

people can rise from the ashes with a new sense of hope, if 
we continue to build this creation we have been entrusted 
with,’’ he said.

The desert experience afforded much time for medita- 
tion, the two San Diegans said. Participants parked their 
cars a mile from the test site and walked there in 
temperatures over 100 degrees, Casey said. 


FATHER MCFADDEN said that as he approached 
the site, the desert turned partially green by a recent rain 
“looked healthy on the exterior,’’ but was suffering a 
terrible deterioration that is spreading like cancer’’ from 
the underground testing. 

“‘Some venting of radiation is released,’’ as evidenced 
in the radioactive dairy products once consumed by Las 
Vegas residents, he added. He also said that radiation 
reached this town the same day the nuclear accident 
occurred in Chernobyl, Russia. 


Father McFadden said he received ‘‘affirmation and 
confirmation’’ of his beliefs from George Willoughby, a 
70-year-old Quaker from Philadelphia who ‘“‘has spent his 
life protesting war.’’ In his address to participants in the 
desert experience, “‘he recalled our roots of nonviolent 
protest,’’ the priest said.

reliance on bingo for revenue

SAN DIEGO — In early July the San 
Diego Police Department suspended St. 
Augustine High School’s bingo license for 
six months while an_ investigation 
concerning questionable accounting 
procedures of the bingo operation was 
being conducted. 

Meanwhile, as patrons of the school’s 
weekend bingo games have found other 
halls for the entertainment, school 
officials worry how they will make up the 
lost revenue. 


ACCORDING TO school 
administrators, bingo accounts for one- 
fifth of the school’s annual budget and 
generated $300,000 last year. 


Augustinian Father John Pezja, 
principal of St. Augustine High School, 
said that the police department ‘‘found a 
number of irregularities in the operating 
procedure...things we thought satisfied 
(regulations) but mot according to 
municipal code.”’ 

Part of what led police to investigate St. 
Augustine’s was an impropriety on the 
part of Dean Hoffman, manager of the 
bingo operation. Father Pezja said 
Hoffman became a distributor for Club 
Supply of Los Angeles, a company that 
supplied bingo materials to St. 
Augustine’s. ‘‘In effect he was selling to 
us and getting a commission,’ said 
Father Pezja. As manager of a non-profit 
operation, Hoffman was violating bingo 
regulations by receiving pay. 

MICHAEL MCDADE, a member of 
the school’s board of trustees and its legal 
representative in the bingo investigation, 


said that the ordeal was due to poor 
management. ‘‘It’s the type of situation 
where you’re running an operation with 
amateurs,’” he said. ‘‘Sometimes it isn’t 
as smooth as you’d like it to be.”’ 


McDade said that when the school 
regains its license next January, it must 
keep better records of money transactions 
and set up 
problems. 

Detective David Sewartzendruber, 
head of the SDPD bingo investigation 
unit, would not comment on the police 
findings, saying only that ‘‘the 
investigation is continuing at this time.”’ 

ALTHOUGH THE incident 
costly, Father Pejza said the school has 
learned a lesson from it. ‘‘We will start to 
work toward not relying on bingo for 
paying expenses,’ he said.

The school was planning to shift bingo 
revenue from paying operating expenses 
to using it as a reserve fund, said Father 
Pejza. This year the school must cut 
expenses and reallocate funds to make up 
for the lost révenue, he added. 

Father Pejza believes the bingo 
operation — which began at Rosary High 
School but moved to St. Augustine’s 
when Rosary closed its doors — is “‘a 
legitimate form of recreation for a lot of 
people...but trying to depend on it for 
revenue can cause problems.”’ 

HIS ADVICE to schools and churches 
that use bingo as a money raiser: 
‘*Realize it is a tenuous source of revenue 
that could be cut off at any point. You 
have to be careful not to depend on it too 
heavily.”’

Bingo second to Mass in parish life, study says 


NOTRE DAME, Ind. (NC) — Only Mass beats bingo 
in attracting participation in U.S. Catholic parishes, said 
a report released in August by the Notre Dame Study of 
Catholic Parish Life. 

Coming in as a distant third and fourth were adult 
religious education and children’s religious education, the 
report said. 

TRAILING STILL further in popularity were parish 
school or sports activities, Lenten services or devotions to 
Mary, and parish social and fraternal organizations. 

‘‘Bingo is a curious phenomenon among Catholics,”’ 
the report commented. 

‘Bingo as a social phenomenon has a staying power 
among many parishioners that has outlasted the concern 
expressed by many bishops, pastors and fellow 
parishioners about bingo as part of the regular parish 
budget and stewardship program,”’’ it said. 

AMONG PASTORS or administrators of 1,009 U.S. 
Catholic parishes who were surveyed as part of the Notre 
Dame study, virtually all listed Mass at the top of “‘three 
activities...most well attended by parishioners,”’ said the 
report. 

Following Mass, it said, ‘‘60 percent of the parishes 
listed bingo, 21 percent listed adult religious education, 
20 percent listed religious education of children.” 


School activities or sports were listed among the top

three by 17 percent of the pastors, devotional activities by 
12 percent, fraternal organizations by 10 
percent. 

WHEN PASTORS were asked to list three main 
activities in terms of their importance to the vitality to the 
parish, bingo again came in second after Sunday Mass, 
although the figure was not as dramatic.

Among activities that were a major source of vitality, 
the report said, the list after Mass included, in descending 
order, ‘‘bingo (29 percent), children’s religious education 
(25 percent), parish school activities and sports (24 
percent), adult religious education (20 percent), social 
and fraternal organizations (18 percent).”’ 

Parish councils, social 
liturgical preparation and youth ministry also got 
mentioned with some frequency, but less than the other 


services, justice activities, 
categories listed. 


DATA ON bingo’s popularity and importance in 
parish life were a sidelight in the report, which was 


devoted mainly to technical analysis of different kinds of 
services parishes offer people and how these relate to the 
needs that people feel. 

On how parish services relate to felt needs, the report 
provided extensive data indicating that people are most 
likely to turn to the parish for faith support, religious 
education, counseling or help at key times such as 
marriage, sickness or death in the family, or as an outlet 
for a desire to serve others. 

For the most part, the study found, there was a fairly 
close correlation between the expectations of Catholics in 
those areas and the kinds of services parishes were most 
likely to offer. 

THE LARGEST “‘opportunity gap,’’ or “‘unrealized 
potential’ for parishes to provide services which people 
say they would want, came in the field of what the study 
called ‘‘severe personal or family problems.”’ 


These areas — help with marital or family crises, 
unwanted pregnancy, drug or alcohol abuse, 
unemployment or serious money problems — were the 
group in which people most often indicated that they 
thought current parish programs were inadequate, the 
report said. 

It also reported that urban, suburban or rural location, 
age, education level and income level, all made a 
difference in the kind and degree of expectations people 
had from their parishes.

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The ban applies not only to parishes 
and Catholic schools but to all other 
Catholic organizations in the diocese. Not 
only will they be prohibited from 
engaging in gambling, but they also will 
not be allowed to accept money from any 
outside source ‘‘who uses any of the 
forbidden practices,’’ the bishop said. 


“tam convinced that we will never 
teach our people the stewardship of 
money as long as any of these means are 
used for the purpose of church support,”’ 
the bishop stated in his July 1 letter. “‘But 
we must first convince ourselves that the 
stewardship of money is a genuine 
theological principle and see gambling as

accept the fact — a fact we accept in our 
own lives — that if we cannot afford 
something we simply cannot buy it. [f we 
cannot pay for it, we simply cannot have 
it.

In his letter, the bishop also advised

“Choke Canyon’ like watching pro wrestling

NEW YORK (NC) — ‘‘Choke 


Canyon’? (United Film) is a, modern 
American fable about a cowboy-scientist 
working alone in a Utah canyon in the 
tradition of the great experimental 
. physicists. He awaits the moment when a 
comet passing over the once sacred Indian 
land will create sufficient geomagnetic 
forces to produce energy from sound 
waves. 
Stephen Collins plays the strong, silent 
“type whose work space is targeted by an 
unscrupulous businessman as a dump site 
for toxic waste. The film highlights the 
confrontation over the property when the 
businessman hires a hit man, the Captain 
(Bo Swenson), a deadly heavy from the 
Flying Circus whose trademark is a 
biplane which he uses to track down the

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The film’s violence is limited to 
explosions, sniper fire and some fisticuffs, 
however. And while there’s some vulgar 
language and an ill-defined relationship 
between cowboy and captive heiress, the 
film basically celebrates personal 
initiative in the face of seemingly 
insurmountable odds but doesn’t treat the 
confrontation with much intensity. The 
grace and style in the film are limited to 
the scenic backgrounds which are never 
fully explored.

He’s softened a bit in scenes 
with Howie Mandel, another in the long 
line of TY comics who, when given a 
movie role, are given little chance to 
parade their talents. 


Writer-director Blake Edwards’ eye 
and pen are fixated upon comic 
conventions, The film is a broad farce 
with trite social significance.

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PLATTEVILLE, Wis. (NC) — Ie 
began two years ago with a small teddy 
bear on the priest’s chair at the altar. 

Now, outside the church in Platteville, 
there is a large sign with the message 
““Welcome Bears.”’ 


THE REASON? Every summer the 
University of Wisconsin-Platteville is 
invaded by bears — not the kind found in 
nature but the ones who play football, the 
Super Bowl champion Chicago Bears. 

And some of the Bears, including head 
coach Mike Ditka, attend Mass at the 
church that boasts the sign, St. Augustine 
University Parish, just across the street 
from the campus. Others go to St. 
Mary’s, the town’s other Catholic parish. 

The Bears began in 1984 to make their 
summer training camp in Platteville, a 
town of 10,000 in southwestern 
Wisconsin 200 miles west of Chicago. 
Most residents thén considered 
themselves die-hard fans of the Green Bay 
Packers. Many still are, but the Bears 
now have a large following. 


WHEN DITKA and his family go to 
Mass, they are greeted with a life-size 
painting of Ditka, sporting a Bears polo 
shirt and a golden halo. He and a teddy- 
bear Bear mascot hold up the ‘‘Welcome 
Bears’’ sign above the wooden church 
sign on the lawn. Ditka is shown saying, 
“Blessed are they who grin and bear it; 
the Super Bow! shall be theirs.”’ 

Dominican Sister Janet Weyker, who 
made the sign, said she took her 
inspiration from the Beatitudes.

Father Felix Oehrlein, pastor of St. 
Augustine, said he sometimes remembers 
the Bears in prayers at Mass. Such as 
praying that the team would make it to 
the Super Bowl. Or asking God’s help in 
keeping the players free of injury. 

The parish also has children’s liturgies, 
and Father Oehrlein recalled one 
children’s Mass that Ditka attended. 
“One boy had been praying for the 
Packers. Ditka was just sitting there and 
smiled.”’ 

The coach and the pastor have become 
friends, and Ditka helps the church out in 
various ways, such as volunteering to be 
the main speaker at the $25-a-plate parish 
banquet Aug. 6. 

FATHER OEHRLEIN ealled the 
Bears ‘‘a cohesive family’? and added, 
‘““There’s no doubt in my mind that Mike 
Ditka was responsible for that. He’s more

an individual.”’ 

Father Gary Krahenbuhl, associate 
pastor at St. Mary’s, said he has become 
acquainted with several Bears players, 
and some even attend Mass on weekdays. 

Platteville is in the Madison Diocese, 
and at diocesan headquarters the Bears 
have one of their biggest fans -- Bishop 
Cletus O’Donnell. A native of Chicago 
and former auxiliary bishop there, Bishop 
O'Donnell kept his allegiance to the Bears 
when he moved to Wisconsin in 1967, 

LAST FALL, when he marked his 
25th anniversary as a bishop, he was 
given a football autographed by the Bears 
players and coaches.

Pre-teen told to change view 
on abortion or leave school

WASHINGTON (NC) — A pastor in 
Toledo, Ohio, has said that an 1 1-year- 
old student in his parish grade school 


must change her position on abortion if 


she wants to continue attending the 
school. 

Father Richard Miller, pastor of St. 
Agnes Parish, stated his position in an 
Aug. 10 letter to Concepcion Eason, 
mother of Sarabeth Eason, who had been 
scheduled to enter sixth grade at St. 
Agnes school in the fall. 


IN HIS LETTER to Mrs. Eason, 
former assistant director of a Toledo 
abortion clinic, Father Miller asked that 
Sarabeth ‘‘desist and stop from public 
and exposed support of’’ a pro-choice 
position and asked that she ‘‘write a letter 
to the principal that she does not 
personally support abortion.”’ 

Last January, Sarabeth, 
parents, signed a pro-choice newspaper 
ad celebrating the 1973 Supreme Court 
decision permitting abortion. In January, 
the pre-teen also spoke in favor of a right 
to abortion during an interview by a 
television reporter at a pro-choice rally.

Father Miller, who prior to sending his 
letter had spoken personally with Mrs. 
Eason about her stand on abortion, said 
in his letter that he took his. position 
‘“‘because Sarabeth is carried along with 
your enthusiasm, made out of sympathy, 
feelings of mercy and rightness, as you 
understand it, and has been so public”’ in 
her support for abortion through TV 
appearances and in the ad in the public 
press. 

FATHER MILLER told Mrs. Eason 
that her position with the Catholic 
Church is ‘‘very awkward.”’ 

“‘T think as so publicly supportive, as 


associate director (of the abortion clinic)... 
and as so determined, and publicly so, 


you yourself, possibly, could be asked to 
leave the Catholic Church,’’ he said. 


Neither Mrs. Eason nor her daughter 
could be reached for comment but Glen 
Eason, Sarabeth’s father, said in an Aug. 
18 telephone interview that he was 
angered by the letter which, he said, was 
telling his daughter she could not attend 


thé school ‘‘because she had exercised her > 


constitutional right to free speech.’’ 


HE SAID that Sarabeth would not 
comply with the demands, and quoted her 
as saying, ‘“There’s no way I’m going to 
do that.”’ 

Eason also said that he is considering a 
lawsuit against the school which, he said, 
receives government funding for text- 
books and busing. 

Eason, a Lutheran, also objected to 
what he called the ‘‘thinly veiled threat of 
excommunication’’ against his wife. He 
said that his wife’s position is that she was 
“born .and raised Catholic and will 
continue to go to church and receive the 
sacraments’? even if excommunicated. 
He added that his wife and daughter 
disagree with the Catholic Church only 
on the issue of abortion. 

EASON ALSO said that his wife has 
left her job at the abortion clinic, which 
was firebombed last May, because after 
the bombing she ‘‘felt the clinic was not 
operating at full potential. . .”’ 

Frances Kissling, head of Catholics for 
a Free Choice, called Father Miller’s 
position ‘‘very unfair.”’ 

Toledo Bishop James Hoffman backed 
Father Miller in his stand, said the 
Toledo diocesan communications 
director, James Richards, in an Aug. 18 
telephone interview.

Bible study

ALCALA PARK — Approximately 40 people 
representing all eight diocesan deaneries participated in a 
two-week Bible study program Aug. 3-15 at the diocesan 
office building. 

Sponsored by the Office of Catechetical Ministry, the 
clinic was based on the Adult Biblical Interdependent 
Learning (ABIL) program. Eugene Trester of East Troy, 
Wis., who designed and developed ABIL, led the clinic. 

ABIL IS a process and program that combines biblical 
critical scholarship and adult education, according to an 
ABIL phamplet. Clinic participants are trained as 
facilitators of Bible study programs. They return to 
parishes to teach other adults in ABIL, who in turn 
become facilitators. 

The ultimate goal of ABIL is to ‘‘develop a population 
of biblically literate adults’’ who are ‘‘able to integrate the 
results of contemporary biblical critical scholarship,”’ the 
phamplet states. 

Not everyone who attended the clinic was seeking to 
implement a Bible study program in his or her parish. 

“1?7M NOT here to be a facilitator,’’ said one woman. 
‘‘f’m here to experience the living word of God. It’s real 
exciting to experience the Bible.”’ 


Father Charles Sheslo, pastor of Immaculate Heart of 


Mary parish, Ramona, who accompanied four members 
of his parish to the clinic, said as a pastor he has a 
responsibility to grow and learn. 

‘“‘T feel responsible to know about any new program 
that is introduced in my parish,’’ he said. 

“ALL ADULTS have a responsibility to keep learning 
about faith and God,” said another participant. ‘‘Growth 
often stops after confirmation,’’ and as a religious 
educator she wondered what would happen later to these 
people. 

‘‘With this we can say: ‘We will help you to grow in 
your faith,’ ’? she added. ‘‘I’m excited because [ have 
something to take back (to the parish).”’
